The Lovers of Bologna. 


The traveller who now visits the thriving 
city of Bologna, with its wide . 
fares and rich colonnades, could scarcely 
pictare to himself the Bologna of the thir- 
teenth century. The patriotic, intelligent, 
and industrious inhabitants stil! cherish the 
recollection of that independence for which 
their ancestors struggied, and etill cling to 
their old motto of ‘* Libertas.” Bat as we 
stand in that ancient city, in the fertile plain 
at the foot of the Apennines, we are re- 
minded of the words of the great English 
historian of the middle ager, who telis us 
that, in the Italian republics, ‘‘ a splondid 
temple may seem to have been erected to 
liberty; but, as we approach, the serpents 
of faction hiss around her altar, and the form 
of tyranny flits among the oistant shadows 
behind the shrine.” 

The Gieremei ip 1273, had for years been 
at the head of the Guelf or Church party in 
Bologna. They could trace their descent 
from Duke Sergio, through Gieremia, Count 
of Ghiazzolo, who lived in 1021, in the ter- 
ritery of Forlimpopoli, and Giovanni di 
Rambertine de’ Gieremei, who, in 1153, was 
admitted to the office of podesta of Bo- 
1 








ogna. 

in electing this last-named noble to be their 
oriminal judge and preserver of their peace, 
the citizens could not foresee the misery which 
hie descendants, at the head of the most 
powerful faction, could bring upon th ir re- 
public more than a hundred years after- 
wards, The Lambertazzi were the leaders 
of the Chibelin or Imperial party, and were 
sprang from Pietro, Duke and Marquis. At 
the time of which we write, these nobles 
were allowed no prominent part in the ad- 
ministration of the republic. Yet, notwith- 
standing that hatred of the nobility which 
characterized all the free towns of the thir- 
teenth century, and notwithetanding the 
especially democratic spirit which mani- 
fested iteelf earliest in Bologna, the Gie- 
remei and the Lambertazzi maintained their 
influence over their respective factions, 
The members of both families sat in the 
same councils, and the republic bad hither- 
to succeeded iu containing them within the 
circuit of the same walls, and in repressing 
the hatred which they showed to one an- 
otner on every occasion, 

Imelda was the daughter of Orlando 
Lambertessi, and was very beautiful. Iler 
dark eyes aad pensive countenance had cap- 
tivated Bonifacio, the son of Gieremia ado’ 
Gieremei; and sbe loved the young man 
eras = The manner in which they 

came acquainted is not related by the his- 
torians of their country, From her earliest 
childhood she must have heard her own 
people converse constantly upon the plots 
and deeds of the great Guelfic family. The 
renowned preacher had passed away from 
Bologna, but she would have been told of 
Ira Giovaai's attempts to reconcile the rival 
factioor; and with her feminine piety and 
youthful seal—‘ostered doubtless by the 
teaching of thore mendicant fiiars whose 
orders were, In her time, free from the cor- 
reptions which they showed in after ages— 


she may bave cherished the ht that by 
her means ce would be es ished be- 
tween ber father and the Gieremei. She 


must have seen Bonifacio at the public pro- 
cessions in which their families took 
Perhaps, as wondering obildcen, they had, 
eight years previously, looked at each ether 
from opposite aides of the square, when four 
thousand citizens left to jvia the Crusade; 
or they may have met later—at the founda- 
tioa of the obarch of San Giacomo; or at 
the burial of King Henstus, who had been 
kept prisoner by we Guelf ever since 
his defeat at Foasalto. Their love increased 
with theie years, Their parents could not 
bave suspected the passion entertained by 
the children, as they would have considered 
it imporsible that the old animosity did not 
live in the breast of every man, woman, or 
child of the Guelfs and Ghibelina. But the 
bandsome Bonifacio forgot the mutual 
hatred of their bouses, and was prepared to 
reo ay risk for one glance from the bright 
eyes of Imelda Lambertaszi.

In July, 1861, 
McClellan's troops o« the upper Potomac 
had four separate engage ments on four days, 
aud before the close of each violent raias 
fell, Oa the 2ies of July Bull Ran was 
fought in Virginia, and on the 22d raia fell 
the whole day till late at night.” Under the 
heading, ‘‘Can we produce rain when and 
where we like!” the Cincinnati Wochent- 
liche Volksbilatt for the 10th of July, 1962, 
remarked: ‘* The cannonading (duiiog the 
war) on the York River and James River, as 
well as the cannonadiog of Corinth and on 
the Mississippi, were fuiiowed by such fear- 
fal storms that the land was inondated.” 

The Bohemian campeaiga of 1866 was ac- 
companied duriag the whole course by vie- 
lent rains. After the battle of Kanaiggrats 
violent rain storms hindered the harvest 
from being properly garnered. The letters 
of the soidiers in the field in the present war 
are full of accounts of ‘sleeping on the 
wet ground,” aod complaints of tne inclem- 
enoy of the weather. The Sch of Aagust 
following the battie of Wiessenburg, was in- 
tensely warm, as the writer of this can tes- 
tify, as he waited at ove of the Frankfort 
open depots for the arrival of the first batch 
of captured Freachmen. The night of the 
6:h was rainy, and the morning following 
the battle of Weerth, when the tu legrams of 
victory came, found the streets full of water- 
pools and the sky overcast with gray, heavy 
clouds. Stnoe then we have not had six fine 
cloudless s. ‘* From the 6th to the 3ist 
of August,” says the Iliustrirte Zietung, 
‘** it rained every day, often accompanied by 
thunder, and these continuous and violent 
rains bave caused great damage in those dis- 
tciets where harvest was not in befure the 
6th; the corn bas been washed out, the 
straw has been rotted, and the crops have 
no more value.” 

The bombardment of Strasbourg is ac- 
companied oy the grandest meteorological 
spectacles. Tbe thunder of the cannon, the 


the shells are often intermingled with the 
roar of thunder and the flashing of lightning. 
The storms seem to come from the Vosges, 
to break over the doomed city, and then 
spread over the valley from the Rnine to the 
Schwatzwald, wheie the grass and trees 
are almost as green as ia spring; and it is 
well knowarj that when the war was declared 
Baden, Alsace and France were suffering 
from drought. Great rains fell in Huogary 
op the 15.b of August, the day after the 
firet battle around Meta In Germany the 
grapes will be spoiled unless she sun shiaes 
with ite usual power. We are inclined to 
think that the storms here are caused by 
the fring in Alsace, and up to a week ago 
by the bombardment of Strasbourg. For

Our Receipt fer Curing Meat. 
To one gallon of water, 
Take 14 Ibs. of salt, 

+ lb. « sugar. 

4 oz, of saltpetre. 

¢ oz, of potash. 
In this rativ the pickle to be increased to 
any quantity desired. Let these boiled 
together until all the dirt from the sugar 
riees to the top and is skimmed off. Then 
throw it into a tub to cool, and when cold, 
pour it over your beef or pork, to remain the 
usual time, say four or five weeks. The 
meat must be well covered with pickle, and 
should not be put down for at least two days 
after killing, daring which time it should be 
slightly sprinkled with powdered saltpetre, 
which removes all the surface, blood, &c., 
leaving the meat fresh and clean. Bome 
omit boiling the pickle, and find it to answer 
well; though the operation of boiling purifies 
the pickle by throwing off the dirt always to 
be found in salt and sugar. 

If this receipt is properly tried it will 
never be abandoned. There is none that 
surpass it, if so good.—Germantown Tele- 
graph.
